CANADIAN PILOTS IN ACTION 


R.A.F. Maintains Non-Stop Air Offensive 


By SIDNEY J. WILLIAMS 


LONDON, April 16. — 
(BUP) — Britain’s aerial of-| 
fensive rounded out its fifth | 
consecutive day of non-stop} 
destruction tonight with an 
attack that fired and blasted 
Nazi objectives along a long 
stretch of the French inva- 
sion coast and deep inland. 

The offensive, after 132 hours 
of almost constant day and night 
attacks, actually was an Allied 
one, with Canadian, British, Aus- 
tralian, Polish, Czech, and Amer- 
ican pilots riding into the battle 
together. 

At dusk large squadrons of Spit- 
fire and bomb-carrying Hurricane 
fighters and bombers swept over 
northern France with a roar of 
bombs, cannon and machine-gun 
fire. 


LOSSES ARE LOW 

In the five days of attack, the 
R.A.F.’s score sheet showed a loss 
of 47 British planes—against 14 Ger- 
man aircraft shot down—but air of- 
ficials said the British losses were 
low considering the extent of the 
attacks and the number of raiders 
participating.

SEEDING DELAYED 


Soviet Forces 
Will Hold Nazi 
Army This Year 


By MERTON T. AKERS 


NEW YORK, April 16—(BUP) 
—The Soviet Union will be able to 
withstand any German offensive 
this year. Wallace Carroll, of the 
London Bureau of the British 
United Press, told the 20th annual 
meeting of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors today. 


Carroll, who recently returned 
from the Soviet Union, predicted 
that the danger 
spot during the 
next six weeks 
m@ probably would 

be the Near East, 
rather than Rus- 
sia. 

“There have 
been so many sur- 
prises and upsets 
in this war,” Carroll said, “that it 
takes a rash man to prophesy a few 
months ahead. But unless we look 
into the future and weigh all the 
probabilities we will never-be able 
to draw up a far-sighted and intelli- 
Bent policy and strategy to win the 
war. 

“I shall therefore take a chance 
and tell you that the Russians will 
hold the Germans this year.” 

Carroll pointed out that so. far in 
this war decisive victories have 
been scored in only two ways—by 
destroying the enemy's army and 
by destroying the enemy's will to 
resist. 

“In Poland, for instance, the Ger- 
mans destroyed the enemy's army,’ 
he said. “In France they’ weakened 
and destroyed the will of the politi- 
cal leaders and of a large proportion 
of the population and the army. The 
subsequent destruction of the army 
itself ®as a relatively easy matter. 

“Now in Russia, it is believed, the 
Germans will neither destroy the 
Red army nor the will of the Soviet 
government and people to resist 
them to the bitter end.”

While the ‘7's-inch snowfall 
will cause a short delay in land 
operations, it was pointed out that 
the additional moisture coming 
at a time when it was most need- 
ed would prove a boon to Alberta 
farmers. 

It was reported that in some sec- 
tions of the province, particularly 


in Central and Southern Alberta, 
farmers had been seriously consid: 


ering the aflvisability. of sowing a. 


crop at all this spring. 
CHANGE CONDITIONS 


Some had decided not to plant 
owing to lack of moisture in the 
land, but the heavy blanket of snow 
which fell Tuesday and Wednesday 
has changed the spring planting out- 
look entirely, it was explained. A 
snowfall is regarded as more valu- 
able than rain, since the snow thaws 
gradually, giving the moisture a 
chance to penetrate the ground with 
very little run-off. 

Agricultural officials also re- 
ported Thursday the department 
had received many inquiries from 
farmers on where supplies of bar- 
ley and flax seed could be obtain- 
ed, following recent advice given 
farmers’ to plant more barley for 
livestock feed and flax for vege- 
table oil. 

The department is arranging for 
distribution of barley seed, while 
there are stocks of flax seed avail- 
able at COMBE.

Laval’s departure from the city 
and his return to Vichy to set up 
his new cabinet. Two other at- 
tacks were reported in the North- 
ern industrial region.

THREAT TO SUPPLY LINES 


German Control Of French 
Fleet Regarded As Menace 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, April 16. 
— (AP) — The increasing 
threat that Germany may 
gain control of the’ French 
fleet is regarded by naval 
United States authorities to- 
day as a grave menace to Bri- 
tain’s supply lines in the 
Mediterranean and thus a di- 
rect threat to the security of 


her armies in North Africa. 


Beyond this immediate result, 
these experts said. an out-and-out

| larged requirements due to the 
war and to the danger that im- 
ported supplies may be more dif- 
ficult to obtain. 
| Agriculture authorities from 
coast to coast told the opening 
session of the two-day conference 
they believe the numbers of sheep 
‘can be increased under planned 
programs. 


TERRIFIC NEEDS 
In 1941, domestic wool produc 
tion was 19,200,000 pounds and im- 
‘ports 93,070,000 pounds. By an in- 
crease of 1,000,000 head in sheep 
flocks, it was estimated, domestic | 
wool production might be raised 
about 8,000,000 pounds annually. 
Speakers at the meeting pre- 
sided over by A. M. Shaw, sup- 
plies board chairman, sald there 
are indications of support for 
plans to graze sheep on golf 
courses in many communities. 
Arrangements for golf course 
grazing areas were expected to be 
made by the provincial authorities. 
L, B. Thompson, national wool 
committee chairman and superin- 
tendent of the provincial experi- 
mental station at Swift Current, 
Sask, said the principal increases 
will probably be attained among 
the farm flocks in the east and the 
range flocks in the west. 


PLAN INCREASES NOW 

In the west particularly, sugges- 
tions had been made that grass and 
feed supplies be examined and that 
those seeking to increase flocks 
make their plans now rather than 
wait until the fall months.

Private advices from the con- 
tinent said the Germans had heay- 
ily increased their control commis- 
sions at southern French ports, and 
that now the Germans were getting 
75 per cént of all imports from 
French colonies.

The uncompleted battleship Jean 
Bart, still without gun turrets, was

Four planes were missing after 
the night attack. 

Hundreds of tons of bombs a day 
were now being dropped by the 
Royal Air Force. Targets of every 
sort were being attacked through- 
out the day and night. So terrific 
was the attack that there were 
heavy explosions felt on the English 
side of the channel, The British 
bombing planes, some of them 
manned by Canadians, were attack- 
ing their targets at low level, 


SURPASSES NAZI RAID 

Experts said that the British of- 
fensive seemed to be entering the 
stage when it would be bigger and 
more sustained than was the Ger- 
man offensive during the Battle of 
Britain, when Germany wag send- 
ing up to 1,000 planes a day over 
this country. 

In their night raid on the Ruhr, 
the great British bombers fought 
their way through thick cloud and 
heavy anti-aircraft fire and they 
fought off sporadic attacks by Ger- 
man night fighter planes to drop 
some of their heaviest bombs on 
‘key war factories. 

The centre of this morning's day- 
light attack was the Dunkirk- 
Boulogne district. German guns 
put up a terrific barrage as the 
planes hurled bombs at targets 
along the coast and for miles inland.

LONDON, April 16—(CP)—

TIDE NOW TURNING 

“In this magnificent exploit we 
see the tide of war turning against 
Japan,” said Australia’s supply 
minister, John Beasley. 

“This attack is the first drive... 
in time it will be followed by vast 
air fleets.” 

While the invasion - threatened 
“down under” continent celebrated 
the safe return of the 13 big US. 
bombers which engaged in the 
foray, Australian airmen lashed out 
anew at the Japanese base of Ku- 
pang, on Netherlands Timor isiand, 
before dawn today.

“CAN’T THEY BOMB TOKYO” : 
Raid On Philippines Big : 
Blow In War Of Nerves 


Nazis Again

LONDON, April 16.— (CP)— 
Stockholm dispatches in the Lon- 
don morning newspapers said 
that Hitler again is sending out 
peace feelers to Britain. 


These feelers are being rebuffed 
as thorpughly as those made last 
spring Before the German attack on 
Russia, the papers added. 

The peace bid was prompted, the 
Daily Mail reported, by German 
fears of an Allied landing on the 
continent and by misgivings for the 
success of the eastern front spring 
offensive unless the German rear is 
protected. 


BANKER USED 

A Cologne banker who is a close 
friend. of Franz von Papen, the 
German Ambassador to Turkey, 
was sent to Stockholm to get in 
touch with British envoys, the Mail 
dispatch said, adding that “he at 
last has given up the mission as use. 
less." 

“It appears that his main purpose 
.was an old one—to persuade Britain 
that a secretly-admiring Hitler is 
only too anxious to make peace 
with her so that he can deal with 
the ‘common enemy’ — European 
Bolshevism. 


WORRIED BY JAPS? 


“He algo let it be known that the! 


Germans were concerned at the 
scope of the Japanese successes and 
feared that if they were not check- 
ed world domination might be 
wrested from German hands by 
despised Asiatic people. 

“With these appeals were coupled 
the usual boasts—‘if- you don't 
accept this last offer we shall wipe 
the British Empire off the face of 
the earth when we have finished 
with Stalin’.”

Military men .here unanimously

SCARES JAPS 

Royce’s use of intermediate land- 
ing bases, whether in the Dutch 
East Indies or on some of the thou- 
sands of Philippines islands still in 
hands friendly to the United Na- 
tions, “will make the Japs. even 
more apprehensive than if we had 
made the attack non-stop,” the of- 
ficer said. 

“If we have bases in that part of 
the world,” he added, “we may have 
them in other areas closer to Tokyo, 
for all the enemy knows.” 

Whatever fearful speculations 
the raid may arouse in the Jap- 
anese concerning attacks nearer 
home, it inevitably will serve to 
increase jhe enemy's burdens in 
the Philippines, it was pointed 
out, 

“It probably will induce the Japs 
to spread themselves more,” the 
air officer said. “By proving to him 
that he is subject to air attack, it 
| may force the enemy to disperse 
| his aircraft and personnel and bring 
in more protection in the form of 
pursuit planes and anti-aircraft 
guns.” 

WEAKENED ELSEWHERE 

The résult would be to weaken 
the Japanese elsewhere, put them 
on the defensive to a considerable 
extent in the Philippines, and gain 
a measure of relief for the hard- 
pressed defenders of Corregidor 
and other outposts still in American 
hands. 


“In addition to Increasing the 
apprehension of the enemy, such 
raids also buck up our own morale, 
not only of the fighting forces, but 
also of the folks at home,” the of- 
ficer continued, “There's no tonic 
like carrying the fight to the foe.” 

Air officers said it was possible 
that the planes might have picked 
up their bomb loads en route at the

“Or.” one said, “they might have 
refuelled from caches left behind in 
areas where the Japanese have no!

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Timely Fire Prevention 


Only less important than the good 
wetting given to the gardens and fields in 
advance of seeding, the storm of Tuesday 
night coated forest areas with snow which 
a few days ago were in ideal condition to 
feed spring fires. Alberta’s timber re- 
sources suffered badly last spring, and 
they were in line for further destruction 
in the coming weeks until nature spread 
a heavy blanket of wet snow over the dry 
leaves and grass. The resultant moisture 
should cause vegetation to spring up 
quickly, and end the fire hazard for the 
spring season. If the fall was general 
over the northern and western areas of 
the province, the timber wealth thus saved 
from possible destruction is incalculably 
large. 

Of secondary, but still considerable, 
moment to townsfolk is the thorough 
spring cleaning given to Edmonton's pave- 
ments. These were badly in need of wash- 
ing. There are probably no pavements 
elsewhere in Canada which carry a more 
generous coating of dirt at this time of 
year. In part because sand has to be 
sprinkled on the walks and roadways dur- 
ing the winter to give traction to pedes- 
trians and vehicles. And in part because 
our paved streets are intersected by scores 
of dirt roads from which mud is carried 
onto them and there converted into pow- 
der. When the wind blows the result is— 
well, a day like last Sunday. Water-carts 
do something to abate the nuisance, but 
they cannot make a job of it to compare 
with the flushing provided by the melting 
of a foot of soft snow. 


Paying Their Way 


If anyone has imagined that Britain 
was leaning on the United States and tak- 
ing advantage of the lease-lend policy to 
lighten its own load, he will be disillu- 
sioned by the new budget just brought 
down at London. This calls for expendi- 
ture amounting during the coming year to 
the unprecedented sum of £5,286,000,000. 


This is £510,000,000 more than the outlay 
for the past year. 

In Canadian money the sum is about 
$23,500,000,000, And the national income 
of Britain is given as $25,000,000,000. 
Roughly, the calculation is that for each 
$25 received as wages or profits in Bri- 
tain, the Government is to spend $23, the 
bulk of course on the war effort. Obvious- 
ly that is not a leaning program. Britain is 
paying as no country ever paid before. 

Noting these figures, and reading the 
new tax measures to be applied to the al- 
ready most heavily-taxed free people on 
earth, Canadians will surely take satis- 
faction in knowing that we are contribut- 
ing $1,000,000,000 worth of supplies out- 
right, and foregoing interest on $750,000,- 
000 of exchange balances at London, to 
somewhat lighten the load of the British 
taxpayers, They may also realize more 
clearly how fortunate we in the Dominion 
are that far less of what we earn has to be 
handed over to meet the cost of defending 
ourselves, 

As for any notion that the entry of 
the United States into the war, or the 
adoption of the lease-lend policy, has re- 
duced the burden which the British people 
are bearing, that is not the case. On the 
contrary, they are to provide $2,229,500,- 
000 more in the coming year than they 
provided during the past year to meet their 
war costs, 


Adolf Takes Charge 


Observers at Vichy were not very sure 
from the official announcement whether 
- Laval was coming back as a member of 
the Petain cabinet or as head of the works, 
The definition of his nominal rank in the 
line-up will make little difference. Where 
Laval sits will be the head of the table, 
because he speaks as the representative of 
Herr Hitler, whose word is law. Petain 
may, or may not, be still allowed to pose 
as chairman, but Laval will do the 
steering. 

And which way he will steer is not any- 
where in doubt. His statement that he in- 
tends to keep a middle-of-the-road course 
deceives nobody. He could not do that if 
he wanted to, for the hand that thrust him 
into office can yank him out again. Nor 
is there any reason to suppose the French 
Quisling has any inclination to break with 
his master. Laval is a Nazi, and will put 
France unreservedly under Hitler's control 
if he can. 

There is only one restraining influence 
that will count for much—the danger of 
causing an uprising. That danger is real, 
and Laval has been trimming political 
Sails to the popular breeze too Nous to not 
know it. Willing tool of the Fuehrer, no 
one knows better that he can be a useful 
tool only so long as he keeps France quiet 
and himself in power. To provoke a revo- 
lution by arbitrary measures would be 
poor service to Hitler, and equally poor 
service to Laval. 

That shrewd gentleman will not over- 
look the fact. But, short of precipitating 
an unheaval, he will translate the aims of 
Hitler into the policy of Vichy—and those 
aims are to make France a subject-ally 
of Germany, along with Italy and Hun- 
gary and Rumania, 


Moscow claims that 1,103 Nazi planes 
have been destroyed on the eastern front 
since March 11th, for a loss of 314 Soviet 
planes. Wherever the planes came from, 
the Russian fliers evidently know how 
to use them, which is the best possible rea- 
son for keeping up the supply from the 
other Allied countries, ° 

Bus lines which parallel railway lines 
in Canada are to be ordered to suspend 
these services. Hon. C. D. Howe explains 
why. “The gas situation,” he said, “is 
steadily growing worse’. And, it may be 
added, the rubber situation is about as bad 
as it could be. Drivers of pleasure cars 
can draw their own conclusions as to the 
outlook for a hak ida in the coupon unit, 


At Cairo, British prisoners who had 
been released by Italy “gave the general 
impression of humane treatment”. That 
makes pleasant reading, the more so be- 
cause of reports which have come of the 
ill-treatment of Allied prisoners in other 
Axis countries. Italy will suffer nothing, 
in the peace settlement or in world opinion, 


by maintaining a reputation for using cap- | 


tives decently. 


The Japanese are said to have sent a 
fourth or more of their battleships and 
half their known number of plane carriers 
into the Indian Ocean, with cruiser squad- 
rons and flotillas of destroyers. They evi- 
dently intend to attack India in over- 
whelming strength. Equally evident, they 
have strung out their sea forces with dar- 
ing disregard to flank attacks. Justified or 
not, there is no room to doubt Tokyo's 
complacent belief that it is dominant in the 
Pacific-Indian oceans area and can main- 
tain its dominance. 


The best news that has yet come from 
the western Burma area, and about the 
only bit of good news from that theatre, 
is that the R.A.F. raided the Andaman is- 
lands and smashed up a concentration of 
thirteen A ta flying boats, while an- 
other squadron bombed the enemy forces 
driving up the Irrawaddy. Hitherto the 
British troops defending the oil fields 
seem to have been without air protection. 
If the R.A.F. has got on the scene in force, 
the ensuing chapters in the Burma story 
should be more cheerful.

nounced, at first, 
that MacArthur 
was to assume 
supreme control 
of Australian de- 
fence, in addie 
tion to his duties 
as commander 
of Americ ie 
‘orces in he 
Philippines. Harold L. Weir 

Later it was reported that the 
famed United States commander 
was to take charge of the entire 
allied effort in the Pacific. 

Now we are informed, to our 
surprise, that General MacArthur 
is actually none of these things, 
that he is no more than sppreme 
commander of American forces 
in the Orient, 

Between them, the United 
States, Australia and Britain 
have not yet been able, it seems, 
to make up their minds, Or, in 
the alternative, they have in- 
dulged in a confusing change of 
mind, 

There is something in all this 
that sounds distressingly like dis- 
harmony, It is not reassuring. 

Unity First 

There is bound, of course, to 
be some opposite pull in all the 
councils of the nations, There is 
such a thing as too much har- 
mony. I mean that deadness of 
unanimity that spells stagnation. 

But jt should be possible, after 
all these months, for three coun- 
tries united in a common purpose 
to make up their joint minds 
about whether a certain man is 
in command of a certain area or 
whether he is not. 

There are two possible cir- 


certainty in this matter: 

Either there is open disagree- 
ment between the allied nations 
on some of these points or there 
is an equally disastrous reluc- 
|tance to come to quick decisions 
in vital matters. The latter senti- 
|ment might express itself in lack 
of frankness and an unwilling- 
ness to consult, one with the 
other, on matters that concern 
| them all. 

It would be ridiculous to say 
that the disunity revealed in the 
mystery surrounding General 
MacArthur's position is a funda- 
mental and serious thing. But it 
might easily grow into a fatal 
fault. 

It seems to me that if there 
was: ever a time in the world’s 
history when petty vanity should 
be put aside and personal feel- 
ings disregarded, that time is 


now, 
Our Part 


It is the duty of every good 
Canadian to deprecate this appar- 
ent tendency on the part of our 
international leaders and to insist 
that the world cause of freedom 
be regarded as infinitely greater 
than any national pride. 

But we have another duty, In 
this connection, more insistent 
than offering advice to the lead- 
ers of the Allied Nations, 


It is the duty of setting them 
an example. 

We cannot hope for full agree- 
ment and harmony among the 
nations if there is little agree- 
ment and harmony within the 
nations. 

No country that is squabbling 
within itself over the part it 
should play in the war is in a 
very good position to get along 
amicably with the other countries 
engaged in the war. 

No nation will subscribe read- 
ily to the essential proposition 
that the world cause is greater 
and more demanding than the 
national vanity until the people 
of the nation subscribe individu- 
ally to that proposition, 

Discussion 

This truth, of course, lies at the 
foundation of the urgent need for 
a large affirmative vote on the 
overseas conscription plebiscite.

A striking phenomenon of this 
period is the evolution of a new 
subspecies — the press agent, 
“public relations officer,” or, as I 
call him, the opinionator, 

One might venture to say that 
the greatest single activity of our 
time is the molding of public 
opinion, A field once limited to 
editorial writers, clergymen, poli- 
ticians, circus men and the ven- 
dors of patent medicine, has 
spread until there is now virtual- 
y nobody who is not engaged in 
the prefabricatton of thought, 
Organization and publicity— 
those are the watchwords of to- 
day.

called “puffery.” 

Extinct, now, is the mousetrap 
philosophy—-that quaint Emer- 
sonian idea that if you do some- 
thing extremely well, the world 
will in due course beat a path to 
your door, 
such passive notions. We aren't 
defeatist now. We are dynamic.

world beat paths to wherever we 
| wish it to go. 

The result of all our cleverness 
lis that the world shows signs of 
|beating paths in all directions at 
lonce, It is hard to compare this 
world with any previous one, 
‘never having been on intimate 
|terms with any but the one we 
now have; but I suspect that in 
\the early Middle Ages, for ex- 
lample, there was less frustrated 
confusion, less disemboweling 
|doubt, less clamor of charge and 
|countercharge, than obtains as of 
1942, 

There was relatively little dis- 
‘agreement among the men who 
built the great cathedrals, They 
had a common faith as to religion, 
politics and the economic system. 
There is no evidence that they 
spent much time in the promo- 
tion of “morale” or that they 
preached to one another of 
“unity.”

A nation whose people limit

that alone can defeat the Axis, 

In short, they contribute to the 
very kind of situation that exists 
today with regard to General 
MacArthur's status—a situation 
that definitely weakens our posi-

I have been spending the past 
few days on board various de- 
stroyers, hearing fragments of 
their more exciting adventures 
and being struck afresh, as one 
is always struck, by the equani- 
mity and even more, some thing 
that is closely akin to gaiety of 
spirit of both officers and men. 
I don’t want to exaggerate it, and 
it is easy to exaggerate, but there 
is some mystery there I haven't 
yet fathomed, I found it in our 
R.A.F. air crews and in sub- 
marine crews, and now in de- 
stroyer crews. Something related 
to the conquest of the human 
spirit over the fear of death, and 
it seems to impart to them a 
cheerful serenity, a friendliness, 
and an equitable temper difficult 
to equal among most folk whose 
lives are more humdrum. 

I wanted to gain some idea of 
the varied work destroyers do, 
and persuaded some officers 
talk to me about the Battle of 
Matapan. “What did your ship 
do there?” I asked. “Well,” they 
said, “we were released by the 
commander-in-chief from his 
screen about 8:30 at night to 
search for and destroy the Italian 
battleship Vittorio Benito, which 
had already been damaged by 
aircraft, and off We went. It was 
a very dark night, and none of 
us had a light showing.” 

Matapan 

They went on to tell me about 
Matapan; they said that they 
sailed through groups of men in 
the water. They saw a lot of 
small lights flickering on the 
surface. These were survivors 


long after that, they came On an 
Italian cruiser, which turned out 
to be the Zara, slightly on fire, 
|and they fired two torpedoes into 
| her as they went by. 

They continued their onward 
rush into the night, and next 
came On a second Italian cruiser,

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: In your edi- 
tion of April 9 I notice that men- 
tion is made that I have a plan 
to establish a buffalo hunting 
preserve back in a valley west of 
Rocky Mountain House, stocking 
it with some of the surplus buf- 
falo from Elk Island preserve. 

T-am a lover of Alberta and am 
interested in Alberta's future and 
in the conservation of Alberta’s 
wild life and in seeing utilized to 
the best advantage those wonder- 
ful large meadows and pastures 
in Alberta’s forest reserves. 

For many years I wondered 
just how those large meadows in 
the vicinity of the Clearwater 
Valley in the Clearwater Forest 
Reserve could be utilized so as 
to make them more revenue pro- 
ducing than they have proved to 
be up to the present time. 

There are fifty-seven fish and 
game associations in the province 
of Alberta, whose members like 
myself, are interested in the con- 
servation (not slaughter) of wild 
life. 

Two years ago, when I saw it 
announced through the _ press, 
that all that wonderful collection 
of wild life (buffalo, yak, etc.) in 
the Wainwright National Park, 
were to be slaughtered, it oc- 
curred to me, that they would 
serve a better purpose if they 
were put in the Clearwater For- 
est Reserve instead of selling 
them for fox meat or to meat 
packers at a low figure. 

Personally, I am not interested 
in hunting buffalo in future 
years, and I have never contem- 
plated getting a thrill out of 
stalking buffalo with modern 
weapons. But, I am very much 
interested in the conservation of 
big game, in such a manner as to 
make it revenue producing on a 
large scale for our government, 
for the people of Alberta. I re- 
cognize the fact that large num- 
bers of big game are necessary to 
attract to this province big game 
hunters and tourists which we 
are hoping to see in ever increas- 
ing numbers in the near future. 
And we cannot expect that kind 
of trade if we don’t cater to it. 

It is common: knowledge that 
the average non-resident big 
game hunter who comes to Al- 
berta to hunt spends while here 
an average of $300 per day, and 
I venture to sa¥ that those same 
big game hunters would -not 
hesitate to pay $300 for a special 
buffalo or yak license which 
would entitle the holder to shoot 
a male of either species. 

Can any of you readers think 
of a better use for those big 
meadows (which are clothed in 
bunch grass, buffalo’s natural 
feed) in the Clearwater Valley 
(some of which meadows extend 
for many miles in length) or sug- 
gest anything ‘which would make 
them pay a bigger dividend than 
a herd of a few hundred Buffalo 
and Yak. 

If you apply at the forestry of- 
fice you can get figures showing 


what revenue (if any) those 
large meadows have produced in 
the past. 


Are your readers interested in 
Alberta’s wild life, in Alberta's 
future and in helping those who 
you have elected to office to 
Tepresente you? Do you just look 
upon this wonderful country as 
a.means of getting a meal ticket, 
without fully realizing how exe

Her Story 


Editor, Bulletin: Some of your 
lady correspondents need a little 
more backbone, I am referring to 
a published letter in The Bulletin 
received today, headed “Consid- 
ered Single”, Hasn’t she heard of 
“equality of sacrifice” that hav- 
ing enjoyed her husband’s come 
pany for two years of war she 
must know she cannot expect to 
keep him at her side because she 
is the mother of twin babies? 

What about my story for a 
“story”? I entered Canada from 
England thirteen year ago to join 
my fiance on a prairie farm. We 
were green and English. We mar- 
ried, and grew poorer on wheat 
30 cents and drought three times, 
and had two small sons. 1936 saw 
us dollarless but debtless, We 
sold out our first loved farm 
home and well loved cows too, 
for England, as war work over 
there was beginning. 

We arrived back in England 
homesick for Canada, and intend- 
ing to amass enough for our own 
farm in the following years of 
1936, 1937 and 1938. We bought 
a temporary English home and 
furniture and had a third small 
son. 1939, war! July 1940, back on 
the Atlantic, with three small 
sons, age 1'2 years, 4 years and 7 
years, and four life belts around 
our necks, with $150 allowed by 
British government. Left approxe 
imately $2,000 and house, furnie 
ture and husband behind, under 
shrapnel in aircraft factory in the 
southern part of England. 

In Alberta again, homeless, this 
time. Wait three months for al- 
lowance to be passed. When it 
comes I lose nearly ten dollars a 
month on exchange, leaving me 
70 dollars per month to feed, 
clothe, furnish and rent a home 
for four of us. 

No capital is allowed across, 
only a monthly sum, however 
much money my husband amasses 
seemingly is not for us.

Sir: ... There are over 40,000 
Jews of Great Britain in the 
services, including 7,000 in the 
R.A,F, alone, and as the total 
Jewish population is estimated 
at 350,000, the Jews are repre- 
sented by over 11 per cent, a 
higher proportion than in the 
case of the general population. 
They hold important positions in 
al] three services, and have ale 
ready been awarded a goodly 
number of decorations, including 
D.S.C.'s, D.F.C.’s and D.F.M.'s, 
besires a great many “mentioned 
in despatches”. 

They have also acquitted them- 
selves with distinction in Civil 
Defence. Up to the end of 1941 
there were only 13 awards of the 
George Cross, of which Jews re- 
ceived at least two, while the 
very first award in the whole 
country of the B.E.M. went to a 
Jewish girl. 

There are also the British Doe 
minions and the Allied Democe 
racies, in all of whose forces the 
Jews are adeqyately—in some 
cases more than adequately—re- 
presented, apart from the 12,000 
Jewish volunteers from Palestine, 
whose number could easily be ine 
creased to 50,000 if His Majesty's 
Government would agree to a 
Jewish Force fighting under its 
own flag.

The answer to these questions was given recently in a strange Tel 
cast from Berlin, The speaker painted such a gloomy picture of the 
German troops that many believe it was an intentional stunt by a secret | 
group working to end the Nazi regime. On the surface the broadcast 
seemed to do nothing more than depict the terrible hardships the troops | 
are bravely facing, but actually it pictured a weary, heart-sick army. 

The broadcast was for German consumption only. Here are a couple | 
of paragraphs from it:

Whether it happened that way or not we are not quite 
sure but it is a fact that a wooden tire is now rolling along 


the pavements of Edmonton. 


The tire, first of the kind, to 
be designed and manufactured in 
Edmonton, in an attempt to beat 
the big blits staged by the Japan- 
ese against the rubber-hungry 
populace of this country, was 
made by the Western Cabinet 
Manufacturing Company at 11014 
101 street, 

The wooden tire went into ser- 
vice for the first time Tuesday, re- 
placing a rubber tire on a wheel 
of one of the Woodland Dairy Ltd. 
milk wagons. 


The tire was designed and built ; 


by J. Sulyma and Thomas Hys, 
proprietors and operators of the 
Western Cabinet Manufacturing 
Company. 
SAME SHAPE, SIZE 

It is made entirely of Alberta. 


grown birch, sawed and shaped to| 


the exact form of a rubber pneu- 
matic tire. There are 32 separate 
birch blocks in the tire. The blocks 
are held securely together with 
two circular iron bands, bolted to 
the blocks. 
The 
together with water-proof glue. 
The size of the new wooden 
tire is 450x21, The same rims are 
used as the rubber tire and tube. 
The blocks are set on edge, with 
the grain running in the opposite 
direction to the wearing surface. 
Birch was chosen because of its 
toughness and lightness. The new 
tire weighs somewhat more than 
the rubber casing and tube. 


COST IS HIGHER 

It's cost is also somewhat higher 
than the conventional type was 
formerly purchased for, 

It takes about 12 hours to turn 
out one wooden tire, Mr. Sulyma 
said. He and his partner, Mr. Hys, 
were about two weeks working out 
the design, he said. 

“We made the tire because peo- 
ple came to us and urged us to 
try to design something that 
would take the place of the tires 
on the milk wagons. So we did 
our best and the big experiment 
is now on,” Mr. Sulyma said. 

The inventors were frank in say- 
ing they were not sure how the 
new tire would behave and they 
also were not sure how it would 
work on an automobile, 

“The main difficulty with wood 
as a material is that if you build 
a tire in laminated strips so as to 
provide cushion, it won't stay to- 
gether very long,” it was explained. 

But in the meantime the good 
Alberta birch is doing its best to 
pinch hit for Malayan rubber.

effective measure, 

In developing a more plessing ef- 
fect it must be remembered that 
the wisest plan is to try to work 
with the muscles which support the 
breasts and to leave the breasts 
themselves alone, These latter are 
formed of fatty tissue, connective 
tissue and glandular tissue, and are 
not influenced directly ‘by exercise 
but may be influenced indirectly 
through developing the muscles of 
the chest. When the chest muscles 
are made firmer by suitable exer- 
cise, the breasts become more 
shapely. 

It is my opinion that the woman 
desiring a more pleasing effect 
above the waistline should first of 
all undertake a general body-build- 
ing regimen, using exercises which 
strengthen the entire body. This is 
partly because such exercise will be 
beneficial to the health as a whole 
and partly because it will be help- 
ful in establishing the strong mus- 
cles needed to maintain good pos- 
ture. When the posture is poor, it 
is much more difficult to carry the 
chest properly, whereas with good 
posture the chest is carried to the 
front and a better bustline is 
shown. 

I therefore suggest that instead of 
concentrating only upon the bust 
that you go through an all-around 
exercising schedule each day. When 
doing this it is all right to add some 
special exercises which have been 
found of value in producing the ef- 
fect of the norma] breast. ° 

These special exercises needed 
for local development will deal 
with the muscles travelling from 
the breastbone on either side to the 
shoulders. By raising your arm 
over your head you will feel a 
movement in the muscle to which I 
refer, That is the muscle with! 
which you are to work chiefly in| 
improving the appearasee of the! 
breast. 

Most of the exercises taken for 
the desired purpose will consist of 
arm and shoulder movements. The 
improvement thus secured is often 
surprising to the patient who finds 
it possible to give the breasts a 
firmer outline and more pleasing 
shape simply by concentrating upon 
better muscle tone.

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Calgary Power Reports 
Increased Gross Earnings, 
Higher Operating Costs 


The annual report of Calgary Power Company, Limited, for the year 
ended December 31, 1941, shows consolidated gross earnings from opera- 
tions of the’company and its wholly owned subsidiaries of $2,640,014.88, 
an increase of approximately $302,000 over the corresponding figure re- 
ported for the prior fiscal period. 

As will be seen from the appended detailed comparison, this was off- 
set by higher operating costs, which, in accordance with the prevailing 
trend, were up some $167,000, and by increased provisions for deprecia- 
tion and taxes. Interest charges on the funded debt, including exchange, 
on the other hand, showed a decline from $630,897 to $598,570, and were 
covered 2.94 times (2,62 times in 1940) before depreciation and 2.11 times 
after a write-off of $497,530 for such reserve, in comparison with 1.98 
times in 1940,.when the provision amounted to $400,000. 

The president's report to shareholders says, in part, as follows: 
“There Was expended on capital account for additions and improvements 
to property the sum of $2,276,428.72. Property retired or sold left a net 
increase in capital assets of $2,024,569.40. Parliamentary authority cover- 
ing the Lake Minnewanka power and storage project, referred to in 
previous report, was duly granted, and work on this development is now 
nearing completion.”
